effe Red. As hrſt,his finishing of R ates 5konce 
left vnfinished by fir Martin Skinck,next,hys 
greatand honourable exployt, which he yn- —_ 
dertooke for the yiftualing of the Towne of = 
Barke, where in valiant manner hee greatlie 
impayred the ſtrength and Power of the 
Prince of Parma,-arid flewe withthe fworde, 
drowned,&tooke pryloners, tothe number 
of ſixethouſand perſons: albeit he had buta 
{mal companyin reſpe& of that huge Army. 
But God was the worker of this great won- 
der,by cauſing the Spaniards to fall out with 
the Italians,and ſo of themſelues going toge- |

After this hee tooke FM Towne of Breda 
by great pollicie,moneying the Gouernours | 
thereofand hath fince ſubdued many other 


Townes. 


I may not forget the Towne of Buricke, | 
nor Graue Skonce, where hee behaued him- |

ish Souldiors. Hemarte and Haile, Steenhar- |

A. notable exployt had Say oyucn by | 


thys valiant Knight,& by him avahlant peece 
of eruice had beene performed vppon the 
Towne of Dunkerke, to the ouerthrowe of 
the trecherous aduerſaries therein, had not 
the ſame beene preuented by ſome ſecret in- 
telligen ce, which was g1uen| vnto them con-

cerning the ſame. 
Nowe this valiant Goucrnour fir Frauncis 


Vere, (: ecing the Skonce of Zurphen held very 
ſtrongly,8 hauing by ſundry meanes ſought 
to win 1t,as well by torce as pollicie, (wherein 
though he failed) yet purpoſed heto obtaine 
it by one means or other : wherupon withan 
vndaunted refolution,hee determined to put 
this practiſe 1a proofe, which in the end God 
be thanked, came to good ſucceſſe. He cau- 
ſed ſundry of his ſouldiours,ſecretly to bea p- 
arrelladi inthe habite of poore Market folks, 
as well ofmenas women , ſome dryuing of 
Oxen, ſome of Kine, ſome ofsheepe,ſome of 
Hogs,and ſome driung of Goates. | 

Theſe people thus being driumg of Cattle,

as though they had beene their enenues , by 
meanes whereofthe Cattle and poore people

Skonſe, and nowe entoyeth the ſame peacea- 


bly withoutany loſle omen. 


On the 15. day of May folowing,the Coun- 


tie Maurice, ſonne to the renowned tor Chi- 


ualry VVilliam of Naſsaw Prince of Orange,be- | 
ing accompanied with fir Frauncis Vere, be- | 
lieged the towne of Zutpber, with nine thou- | 
fand foote-men , and ſeauenteene hundred | 


horſe-men. 
Onthe 18. day of May, there was planted 

thirty 81ixe, (others ſay but twenty & ſie) 

peecesfor battry againſt the wals of Zutp hen, 
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al which they did charge ſom two or three 


TK 2 KG pon the Towhh men fell to parly 
and compoſ:tion,ſo that vpon the 1 9 day of 
May, the Towne was yeelded vppe into the 
hands ofthe Countie Mawrice, ypon cond1- 
tion, that the Souldiours in the Towne,being 
on the enennes tide, might haue theyr lyues 
preſerued,that they might not goe to Deuen- 
ter, but to depart with bag gand baggage,ſome 
ofthem offering to ſerue the Countie Maw- 
rice, Which he graciouſly accepted, oftering 
ynto them all, 'that thoſe who. woulde ſerue 
hym,should haue entertainment, wherupon 
one Enſigne of. Wallouns tarried inhys ſer- 
wce, with ſome of the encnues: chcfeſt Cap- 
taines, ; 
 Nowe when hs Countic Movrice had 
obtained. the Towne of Zuphen, he fortified 
& replenished the ſame with Souldiours, out 
of hys ownetr oupes,and leauingit well 8&in | 
good order, hee departed the next day to- 
wards Derenter, except ſome ſmall number, 
who went to befiegea Caſtle, .wluch they 


tooke,and then returned to the Campe.

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There 1s great likeji-hood that Deventer is 


by this time yeelded: for ſuch is the valiant 
courage ofthe Countie Mawrice, & fir Fran- 
_ cisVere, that doubtlefle by Gods afiſtance, 
they do not pretend to raiſe theyr fiege,vntil 
tes haue obtained it, and conſtrained them 
to yeeld it vp, with ſpeede. | 

Atthe planting of the Ordinance, there 
was a great mishap befell vppon the Countie

two Regiments of Souldiours , both Latdie 
and $kiltull, (although on the enemies ſide,) 
who hauivg a wrong cauſe 1n hand,are ouer- 
thrown by the ourſiretched Arme of the Al- 
michty, the one Regiment appertaining to 
Lorraync, the other to Mennſter de la Lownde. 

Theſe two Regiments came from Roan, 
and planted theſelues at Cinque Saunce, ſup - 
poſing there to inhabite, andrto ſurpriſe and 


cette viduals for theyr maintenaunce. To 


tha end they fortified themſelues rounde a- 


bout with Barricadves, which kinde of fortifi-

The Gouernour of Deepe, named Moun- 
ſer de Chartres, with Sir Reger VVilliams,who 
lately came thether l and being there at that 
preſent, hauing receiued inteliigence of the 
fortification, and intent of the Enemie, to- 
gether with the great ſtrength of the.

 Ticadees, reſolued ſpeedily to depart from 


Deepe, which they did the ſame eucning, ta- 
king theyr journey towardes Cinque Saunce, 
which is nine Leagues from. thence..

another, and with this reſolution aduaunced 
his colours,marched rowardsthem,meaning 
himlelte wyth his ſmall company,by the afst- 
ſtance of God,ypon whom he onely truſted, 
eyther to enter and ſurpriſe them, or els. to 
loſe his life in that place. 

The Gouernour of Deepe, ſeeing the braue 
and moſt honourable reſolution of Sir Roger, 
was wonderfully encouraged to the enter- 
priſe, and thereuppon proteſted to take part 
alſo in the faide attempt with his 4. hundred 
{ouldiours, what ſocuer chold chaunce or be- 
tide vnto him,and thereupp« on diſplaied hys 
Enſigne,and together with Sir Roger,yowed 
by Gods PT Bk? to enter the Barricadces, 
and to charge vpon the enemie. VWhereupon 
the Gouernour cheered vp his ſouldiours, 8 
willed the to fight in the behalte of their law- 
ful King,whoſe: rightthey were bound to de- 
fend,8: hls ke doubtles Almighty God 
wil proſper to the confuſion of his enemies. 

Sir Roger Villiams allo in very louing and 


fanuliar ſort, as his vſuall cuſtome is , cheered

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eftectuall peech following. 


The ſpeech which Sir Roger Williams delivered ynto his 
Souldiours, before hee entred or begun the affſaule |

A Y welbeloued fouldiours,freends, and 
Countrimen,know that thoſe on who 
. wepreſently purpoſe to charge, are 
people of greatskall, ſufficiently trained vp in 
Martiall Diſcipline,ſtout,hardy,and approo- 
ued in wars : and thatit is our greater honour | 
to deale with the, the one Regiment of theſe| 
ſouldiours are of Lorrayne,whichis the prin-, 
cipalleſt ſtrength 8 faction appertaining to 
the houſe of Guiſe,or Legors,&the other re- 
gimentaregouerned by a Captaine of great 
valour,who wil hazard hys life in the detence 
of hys cauſe: yet foraſmuch as theyr cauſe 1s 
bad,no doubttheir ſucceſle in the ende can- 
not begood, howſoeuer it fall out with vs at 
this preſent,they beeing two to one of vs. 
| Neuenheleſſe confider,that.in troth they 


are but Traytors to their King, theyare allo

diſturbers ofthe ſtate,and vpholders of ſuch 


as are like themſelues, euen Arch-traytors: 
who to depriuethe King of life and dignitie, 
er{cence and perſwadetheſeto take parts in 
theyr behalfe,thereby to viurpe the Crowne 


- andeſtate,contrary to right,law & dutie: for 


which,they not onely deſerue sharpe death 
in this world,butalſo in the worlde to come, 
viter deſtruction. And akhoughthey be far 
ſtronger in power then we,yet let vs put our 
truſt in the Lord,and hee no doubt willfight 
for vs, yea tis that God that doubtleſſe figh- 
teth ſtill for the faithfull,8 ſtrengrhenerh the 
weaker ſortifthey truſt ypo him: God hath 
from time to time daunted the harts of tray-. 
tors,hee ſtriketh terror and feare into theyr 
harts,&that with ſuch ſuddaine amazement, 
that commonly they are conſtrained to flye, 
and run ſtragling as cheepe withouta Sheep- 
heard: what know we it it bethe pleaſure of 
God to deale fo fauourably with vs, asto de- 
luerour enemies this day into our handes? 
no doubt if we doe put ourtruſtin him, hee 
wil not ſuffer one haire ofour head to perishe

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yca, he hath promiſed to the'faithfull belee- 
vers in lim,that he will treade their encmies 
inthe duſt. 
|  Letvstherefore pray vnto him, and put 

our truit in him,& then we neede not doubt 
ofthe victory , notwithitanding their| skyll, 
ſtrength & courage, for God fighteth for vs, 
and therefore doubtleſſe we $hall preuaile a- 
gainſt them. Thus doone,they prayed toge- 
ther hartily (to God) vp their knees,to giue 
them the vpper hand ouer their enemies.

God,and promiſed eachto other, either to 
yanquh the enemie, or to die euery man at 
the others feete, ratherthen they would flye 
one foote: they immediatlie refreshed the- 
ſelues with ſuch vicuall as they had, and 
then marched forwarde with great courage; 
diſplayed their Enſignes, ſtrooke yppe theyr 
Drums, 8& withitheir Trumpets ſounded de- 
fiance tothe enemies face. Thus with an vn- 
dauntedreſoution, the yaliant English/Soul- 
diours gauea fierce chargevpon the enemy, 
& did aſſault them in ſuch forte,as ifthey had 
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ey had prayed vnto Almighty

not trauailed al night,or Skirmished with any 


other before bales coming thuther. This hght 
continued two houres ſpace, in whichtyme, 
much powder & shotte was ſpent againſt the 
Barricadoes , into Which the. Souldiours by 
ſtrong hand valiantly entred;Sir Roger being 
one of the formolt, EM buckled and fought 
hand to hand with the principal Gouernours 
of the enemies ſouldiours: againſt whom alſo 
the Gouernourof Deepe iſſuing, cid yaliantly 
behaue himſelfe. In the:ende, ſuch was the 
good ſucceſle ofthe English ſouldiours by ſtil 
hartening on the French-men, that the ene- 
mies were conſtrained to turne their backes, 
being not able to fight any longer , orto flye 
fromthem, by reaſon they wereall encloſed 
within the compaſle of the Barricadoes,as fit 
had been 11a ſtone wall. Thus did the Eng- 
lih and French ſouldiours putthoſe two Re- 
g1ments of ſouldioursto the on EY 
none to eſcape alive, --0ir.. 

Afﬀer it had pleaſed: God to-giue Pu this 
happy victory,they humbly {PAD knees 


gaue thanks yato him for the ſame, ſnging 
Plalmes

Plalmes of prayſeto id Higheſt, for proſpe- 
ning them 1n thar enterpriſe, acknowledging 
that it was the outſtretched Arme of G OD 
which had brought this miraculous thing to. 
paſle. | 

In thys batraile fir Rogerand the Gouer- 
nour of Deepe loſt very tewe men , for in al, 
there was not ſlain of their ſide aboue eleuen 
men,beſides a few that were hurt,and in ſuch 
fort,as that they are like ſoone to be cured. 


The Generals heereupon tooke order,not to ſtay at a- 
nic hand, but ſpeedily to returne againe to Deepe, ſuſpec- 
ting, leaſt ſomefreſh ſupply ſhould come from Roan vp- 
pon them, or by caſting about,meete them in the midway 
homeward : and therefore gaue order immediatly that the 
Souldiqurs ſhould leaue their ſpoyle behind them, to the 
ende they might not| ouer-charge themſclues with carri- 
age: to which they were obedient, taking nothing with 
them, but thoſe things which were light & eaſie of carri- 
age. Thus they returned ſafely to Deepe , without tarry- 
ing, ſhewing therein a notable fore-ſight that Sir Roger 
had to preuentthe comming of the enemie : who as it is 
credibly reported, came with a great power to meete the 
in the midlt of the high way, but Sir Roger & his troupes, 
were gone paſt foure houres before ; by meanes whereof, 


the Enemie (God be thanked) was preuented of his pur- 
poſe, and loſt hisJabpur.
